A Fulton special to the Courier- 
Journal says: 

In support of his statement made 
in his annual report, that he knew 
the author of an anonymous letter 
received by Robert Wallace, of Rin- 
aldo, Mott Ayres, State Fire Mar- 
shal. Saturday made public the 
facts which he secured and which he 
presented to the Trigg County grand 
jury. The Fulton Daily Leader con- 
tained the exhibits in the case, show- 
ing the basis to the statement made 
by Mr. Ayres that he knew who had 
written the letter. 

It has been charged by the county 
Attorney of Trigg county that Mr. 
Ayres failed to produce any evidence 
in support of his statement that he 
knew the author of the anonymous 
letter received by Mr. Wallace, and 
also that Mr. Ayres failed to appear 
before the grand jury, as he said he 
would, to testify regarding the let- 
ter. These charges against Mr. 
Ayres caused him to make public 
the evidence he secured. 

About October, 6, 1906, Mr. Wal- 
lace received an anonymous letter in- 
closed in one of the Champion Bridge 
Company's envelopes—the printed 
name of the Champion Bridge Com- 
pany having been crudely erased. 

A comparison of the two char- 
actersof envelopes shows conclusively 
that the anonymous letter was in- 
closed in one of the Champion 
Bridge Company's envelopes. The 
letter was as follows: 

Oct. the 3 1906 Mr. Bob Wallace 
kind Sir and friend I take this oppor- 
tunity to write you a few lines in re- 
gard to the course you are takn. 
Now Mr. Wallace We are tired of 
the Trust robing the people, 
are determined to down them at all 
hazards and we consider you ont 
of those Scoundrels So if you are 
going to pin your faith to the avow- 
ed enemy of your own people you 
will have to take pot luck with the 
We mean just exactly what we Say, 
we are not going to lay down and be 
robed by you at all now my bro- 
ther it will pay you to lay low and 
keep quiet.

I Prior to October 1906, the Cham- 
| pion Bridge Company of Wilming- 
j ton, Ohio, sent to Magistrate N. E. 
! Nabb, at Wallonia, several of their 
i stamped, self addressed envelopes 
| and Magistrate Nabb never returned 
any to the Company and so retained 
them in his possession. 

Shortly after receiving the letter 
Mr. Wallace received one of the 
nightly attentions which have dis- 
graced the community, and his barn 
was burned and his tobacco de- 
stroyed. 

Mr. Ayres' Report. 
The Leader says: 

State Fire Marshal, Mott Ayres 
was certainly justified in declaring 
in his annual report: "The author 
of the letter is known to this de- 
partment;" and he undoubtedly had 
Magistrate Nabb in mind when be 
penned that sentence. Magistrato 
Nabb HA write the letter, but 
as we have already said, whether he 
was in any wise a guilty or felonious 
participant in the tobacco burning 
which followed the letter,, we ex- 
pressly disclaim any knowledge, 
simply leaving that matter to every- 
body to decide for himself upon the 
facts as they may appear to him. 

A simple justice to the State Fire 
Marshal has impelled us to give these 
facts, especially as one or two of 
our contemporaries, notably the 
Cadiz Record in its issue of May 80, 
have undoubtedly endeavored to 
create the impression that Fire Mar- 



shal Ayres, had made an unfounded 
charge. 

n obvious effort has been made 
:over up any evidence of the 
threats of the tobacco burning out- 
rages and a despicable attempt has 
been made to place Fire Marshal 
Ayres in a false position in refer- 
ence to the investigation of 
these outrages. Numerous publica- 
tions have been made with a view to 
creating the impression that after 
Fire Marshal Ayres had notified the 
Trigg county authorities of evidence 
that might lead to the conviction of 
the criminals he failed to appear be- 
fore the grand jury and give the 
proper information. Fire Marshal 
Ayres furnished to the grand jury 
through the proper channel all of 
the evidence which we have repro- 
duced herewith except the opinions 
of the experts, which it was not his 
duty to supply. His actual presence 
before the grand jury was prevented 
by the illness of his wife and other 
official duties, and even if he had 
been there he could have added 
nothing to the documentary evidence 
which he submitted to the grand ju- 

The Leader also print3 affidavits 
of S. S. Eastwood, Charles Merri- 
wether, Lewis Ryan and M. R. 
Teesdale, experts in handwriting. 
The first two give it as their opinions 
to "moral certainty," and the oth- 
ers state positively that the threat- 
ening letter and an official document 
signed by N. E. Nabb in 1903 were 
written by the same person. Col. 
Ayres himself makes the same direct 
charge.

Mr. Donovan proposes to have a 
series of mass meetings to stir up en- 
thusiasm In the matter. He declares 
ho is going to appeal to Governor 
Hughes for help to "end the land- 
lords' day of robbery," and recom- 
mends that the name of the owner of 
each house be displayed publicly on 
the building or at least printed in 
all receipts for rent. In this way he 
hopes to prevent the dodging of the 



real owners, through paid agents. 

Mr. Donovan also wants all griev- 
ances, such as the lack of promised 
steam heat, hot water, stairs and hall- 
ways not lawfully lighted, ample tire 
escapes, odors caused by bad plumb- 
ing or poor ventilation, filthy or dis- 
ease-breeding carpets or rugs, report- 
ed to the union, so that proper action 
may be taken against the offending 
landlord.

States Senator John Tyler Morgan,

John Tyler Morgan was born at 
Athens, Tenn., June 20, 1824. He 
received an academic education, 
chiefly in Alabama, to which State 
lie emigrated when nine years old, 
and where he had since resided. 

Senator Morgan was elected to 
the United States Senate to succeed 
George Goldthwaite, Democrat, and 
he first took his seat on March 5, 
1877. He was re-elected in 1882 and 
in 1894, Senator Morgan was nom- 
inated for a fifth term in the Senate 
by a caucus of the Democratic party 
Bnd also by a meeting of the Republi- 
can and Populist parties, who diffe 
ed with him politically, and on No 
ember 17, 1900, was chosen by'' the 
•unanimous vote of the Senate and 
House of Representatives of Alaba- 
ma for a fifth term, and re-elected 
for a sixth term.
